GENERAL SHAKE-UP, 


Some Important and Radical Changes 
in Frisco Railroad Divisions 
and Management. 


Special tc the Post-Dispatch. 

SPRINGFIELD, Mo., Aug. 17.—Most 
sweeping changes in the interest of economy 
wili go into effect on the St. Louls & 
San Francisco Railway on Aug. 2. The 
official circular will be issued in a few 
days. 

Inder the new order there will be but 
two divisions on the system. The headquar- 
ters will be in this city and Neodesha, 
Kan. 

The Salem branch, which has been oper- 
ated by Supt. Sankey, will be made part of 
the Springfield division and the office aboi- 
ished. 

The Atlantic & Pacific 
has been operated from 
office, will be attached to the 
office under Supt. O’Hara. 

The Arkansas division, with headquarters 
at Fort Smith, will be abolished. and the 
division attached to the Springfield office. 

Supt. J. A. Mantor of Fort Smith will have 
headquarters here, succeeding Capt. L. D. 
Button, resigned. 

The office of General Superintendent will 
be abolished and the office of Superintend- 
ent of Transportation created. 

General Superintendent J. R. Wentworth 
will hold this place, with his power greatly 
curtailed: His headquarters wil! remain at 
St. Louis. 

Purchasing Agent E. P. Smith has re- 
signed and the office is abolished. 

The General Manager hereafter will buy 
all supplies. . 

The department of track building,bridges, 
eic., will be taken from the division su- 
perintendents and added to the authority of 
the Chief Engineer, who is at present C. I. 
Brown, but whe will resign Aug. 2. 

Changes not yet agreed on are to be 
made among the trainmasters. 

Operators hereafter are to report to the 
Chief Dispatcher instead of the Superin- 
tendent ot Telegraph.

TREMENDOUS WATERSPOUT. 


A Steamship Loaded With Immigrants 
Had a Narrow Escape. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 17.—The steamer Neu- 
stria, from Naples, with 400 Italian immi- 
grants on board; was nearing this port on 
Friday evening when a gigantic waterspout 
swept by the ship, while deafening thun- 
der claps smote the ears of the terrified 
immigrants and flashes of lightning made 
the sky appear like a liquid sheet of flame. 

A terrific thunderstorm raged for an hour 
and then, at 7 o'clock, there arose on the 
ocean's surface, two miles west of the 
steamer, a big cone of water, with a yeasty 
mass of foam at its base. The cone had 
formed directly beneath a black, over- 
hanging cloud that seemed to reach down 
toward it like a huge finger. 

Not a drop of rain had fallen and not a 


breath rippled the ocean’s surface. The 
passengers were stricken dumb with terror 
as ,they watched the great. cone reach 
upward and join the overhanging finger 
of black mist, forming a column of swirling, 
seething water fully thirty yards in diam- 
eter at the base and four feet thick in the 
eenter of the column. t the top it spread 
out like an immense umbrella. 

Thus it came careening toward the Neus- 
tria, and the fear stricken passengers at 
last found voice in one great wall of de- 
spair. Many fell on their knees and prayed. 
Others fainted. Still the waterspout 
rushed toward them with a noise like that 
of a million buzz saws. But as it neared 
the ship its course was ch&nged slightly 
and .the waterspout, seething, buzzing as 
it went, swept by not more than 200 yards 
off the starboard side. 

The passengers screamed as the immense 
column passed by, and then laughed and 
cried and hugged one another in joy when 
they realized the danger was passed.

VGTING OF THE 
HEAT PLAGUE 


NEW YORK AND BROOKLYN BURY 
THEIR DEAD. 


HEARSES AT A_ PREMIUM. 


The Death List of Children and Aged 
Persons Never Has Been 
So Small. 


Special to the Pollt-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 17.—There were 460 
funerals in this city yesterday, and over 
200 citizens of Brooklyn were buried. Under- 
takers said‘on Saturday that the funerals 
of Sunday would be more numerous than 
those of any day of the last week, and.that 
meant more numerous than any day in the 
history ‘of this city. They were right. 

Yesterday surpassed Friday as a day of 
funerals, but not by a large number. Fri- 


day, Saturday and Sunday saw more burials 
than any seven days of which cemetery 
book-keepers can find record. Those, are 
Startling facts, but these further facts 
are as notable: The number of children 
among the dead has never, in the hottest 
week of any year, been so small as last 
week; neither has the. hottest week 
of any year seen so few burials of 
aged persons. The average age of the per- 
sons interred in three principal cemeteries 
was 47 years. There were nearly twice as 
many men as women buried. 

That is how the heat-plague of August, 
1896, chose its victims. 

Of the 1,810 persons who died in this city 
last week, nearly 500 died Thursday night, 
Friday and Saturday. 
ficulty of securing caskets, hearses and car- 
riage, or even undertaker’s service, beyond 
the simplest and most necessary, nearly all 
the funerals for that period were delayed 
until yesterday, and many of the dead of 
previous days were retained in undertakers’ 
rooms ufttil yesterday, so their friends 
might pay them the last honors. 

There were thirty-six hearses borrowed 
from assem ag towns in. New Jersey, and 
twelve from Philadelphia for yesterday, and 
several New York undertakers whose rush 
was over lent hearses to Brooklyn friends. 
Other hearses were added to Brooklyn's 
supply from Long Island towns, as there 
were nearly one-fourth of the week's 876 
dead in that city still unburied. 

Had the heat plague continued until Sun- 
day. the competition for carriages would 
have forced up the price tremendously, and, 
as it was, the cost of funerals advanced 
about 20 per cent on Friday. 

At the cemeteries the of visitura 
were enormous, and thé tolling of the gate 
bells was continuous. So many graves had 
been ‘called for that the force of nearly 
300 men at Calvary had been incresrsed by 
over 100 diggers, and the entire force worked 
night and day. 

At the Lutheran Cemetery, the itumber of 
diggers had been nearly doubled, and even 
then the number of graves complcted was 
less than were needed. In consequence, 
many bodies were placed in receiving vaults. 


FATALLY STABBED. 


Frank Rothacker Dying of a Wound 
Inflicted by Charles Lundy. 


CINCINNATI, O., Aug. 17.—Frank Roth- 
acker of Cleveland, O., brother of Dr. Roth- 
acker, who was buried here last Tuesday 
and who came here to attend his brother's 
funeral, was reported dying at the Cincin- 
nati Hospital at 8 o’clock this morning from 
a knife wéund in the abdomen. He was 


found in the street afte: midnight at the 
head of the Mount Auburn lnclined Plane 
and taken to the hospital. 

Before becoming unconscious he said that 
he had had a quarrel with Attorney Charles 
Lundy, and that Lundy nad stabbed him.

BLOWN TO: ATOMS: - 
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Three Persons Killed by a Dynamite 
Explosion and Fifteen More 
Were Injured. 


LANCASTER, Pa., Aug. 17.—Three men 
were killed, fifteen or more injured and 
several buildings demolished by the ex- 
plosion of 2 pounds of dynamite at New 
Holland, Pa., this morning: The Pennsyl- 
vania Telephone Co. is building a new line 
in that vicinity and had stored the ex- 
plosive in the summer kitchen of the Eagle 
Hotel. Early this morning Charles F. Can- 
non, an employé of the company, and one 
of a gang just about to start to work, 
went to the summer kitchen to get out 
enough dynamite for the day’s use. A 
few moments later there w4s a terrible ex- 
plosion, and one side of the summer kitch- 
en was blown out. A big hole in another 
side had blood and .flesh on the ragged 
edges, and it is supposed that Cannon’s 
body was sent through there. The unfort- 
unate man was blown to atoms, his stom- 
ach having been found two blocks away. 
Up to a late hour neither his legs nor his 
head had been found. 

Frank Hammond of Harrisburg, who was 
standing just outside of the building, had 
every bone in his body broken and was in- 
stantly killed. . 

George Crossman of Steelton, a water boy, 
was aiso standing near the building, and 
was so badly injured that he died while 
being brought to this city.

WAS STARVING IN 
AN OLD QUARRY. 


WILLIAM LOHRUM LAYFOR DAYS 
WITHOUT WATER. 


NEARLY DEAD WHEN FOUND. 


Sufferings of a Fisherman Who Made 
His Home Where It Couldn’t 
Be Seen. 


William Lohrum, who has been living ina 
quarry at the foot of Keokuk street for 
several months, was found there Sunday al- 
most dead from starvation and in a pitiable 
state of destitution. 

Lohrum had been a fisherman along the 
banks of the river and made a scanty living 
by selling fish. 

When the quarry at the foot of Keokuk 
street was deserted because of its depth 
and the expense of pumping the water out 
of it, Lohrum went there to live. 

He followed the rock path into the quar- 
ry, and when down near the surface of the 
water he branched off ont6é a ledge of 
stone. He followed this to a place where a 
rock reached out over the water and an- 
other rock, four feet higher, reached out 
a far. 

etween those two rocks he made his 
home. A few quarry sacks and a seine 
made his bed. ith a few loose stones he 
fashioned an oven and an his hermit 
life. That was about three months ago. 

He got along all right in the quarry. 
He was not distur by any one, his 
home could not. be seen from any point 
at the top of the quarry and no one was 
likely to find it. 

The stagnant pool in the bottom of the 
quarry was inducive to malaria, and two 
weeks ago Lohrum became sick. He had 
suf pony provisions to keep him alive for 
a while. 

A week ago his larder was exhausted. 
He was too sick to be hungry, but he had 
no medicine and he was too weak to leave 
the place. 

Each day he became worse. He wasted 
away until he became almost a skeleton 
Death stared him in the face and he saw 
mo way to avertit. There wags not the least 
hope that anyone would come searching for 
him. All he could see before him was 
death. and then Loony the decay of 
his body and the bleaching of his bones 
under the morning sun as it stole over the 
high top of the quarry. 

unday his thirst became awful. No liquid 
had passed his lips for Gays, and as he lay 
on his hard bed and parched with fever he 
nearly went mad. In the afternoon he 
Reuse he would die soon if he did not ge:

FLOOD DAMAGES. 


River Des Peres Turned Into a Raging 
Torrent by the Sunday 
Morning Rains, 


A large force of workmen were out early 
Monday morning repairing the damage done

The’ one-story frame house of John 
Stevenson on North and South road was al- 
most swamped by the torrent. Stevenson 
and his wife saved themselves by getting 
in the attic. 

A number of cows, hogs and chickens 
were drowned. , 

The county bridges on several of the roads 
were watly damaged, the Laclede bridge 
being carricd away and broken in pieces.

THE SHAW ESTATE 


TRUSTEES AUTHORIZED TO DIS- 
REGARD THE WILL. 


FOR THE PROPERTY’S GOOD. 


Mr. Shaw’s Restrictions as to the Dis- 
position of His Estate Found 
to Be Unwise. 


Judge Valliant hanaed down a decision 
Monday granting the prayer of R. J. Lack- 
land and his associate trustees under the wil) 
of Henry Shaw for authority to sell certain 
portions of the Shaw estate in order.to raise 
money to improve the residue in conformity 
with ‘“‘the plan of the ecity,’’ so that it may 
be made to yield more revenue. 

The petition represented that under Mr. 
Shaw's will the trustees were forbidden to 
make any disposition of the estate except on 
sixty-year leaseholds, but the system of 
leasing proved a failure. Meanwhile, ad- 
jacent property has been improved and put 


on the market and a movement is on foot to 
proves streets through the Shaw estate. 

his will subject the estate to poaraee for 
street improvements to the extent of some 
$224,000 in the next three years; while the 
special taxes on that account within the 


next ten St A a it is estimated, be not 


less than $450,000. 

The trustees represented that, owing to 
the failure of the leasing system, they are 
without funds to pay these special assess- 
ments, nor can they pay them out of the 
resources of the trust and at the same time 
conduct the Botanical Gardens and efficient. 
ly execute ‘the trusts created the will. 
They present a report of their Teceipts to 
show how small their resources are and are 
expected to be. 

The petition recites the possession of six 
tracts of land, aggregating some 300 acres, 
that will be subject to the proposed street 
improvements, and they ask authority to 
sell so much of the same as may be neces- 
sary to raise the amount for the proposed 
street improvements. They allege that 
these tracts are not required for the im- 
mediate purposes of the Botanical Gardens; 
and it is their theory that by the sale of 
a portion of the property the remainder 
will be largely enhanced in value and they 
will consequently have more resources and 


can the more efficiently execute the pro- 
visions of Mr. Shaw's will.in the spirit 
thereof. 3 

The most important.of the six tracts of 
land are that between, Grand avenue, Shaw 
avenue, McRea avenue and the old .Man- 
chester road, embracing some 138 acres, and 
a l02-acre tract between Fyler avenue, 
King’s highway, Pernod avenue end Sub- 
lette avenue. 

Judge Valliant finds that these six tracts 
are not needed for the immediate purposes 
of the botanical gardens or for their ex- 
tension, but are set apart with the idea of 
affording revenue for the gardens and the 
educational institutions connected there- 
with. He finds also that while they are be- 
coming very desirable for residence pur- 

oses the trustees have not been able to 
ease them advantageously. 

He finds also that extensive street im- 
provements are perfected and the effect 
will be to entail heavy charges on the 
estate, which the trustees cannot meet. 
These charges will aggregate $500,000 in the 

ear future. He finds also that it is es- 
‘ential for the support and perpetuity of 
the public charitable trust declared by Mr. 
Shaw and for the perpetual endowment of 
the same that the restrictions of his whl be 
removed. 

The result is a decree authorizing the 
trustees to sell whatever of the property 
may be necessary to provide for the a. 

osed improvements; and they are given 
ull authority to lay it out and to sell it un- 
der such conditions and subject to such re- 
strictions as they may deem best; and to 
use the proceeds to pay the special taxes, 
ete. And if at any time they are at a loss, 
they may apply to the court for further or- 
ders in the premises. 

The hearing of the case occupied two or 
three days. From the testimony it appeared 
that the property is worth, as it stands, 
about $1,000,000, but the expenditure of the 
amounts necessary to put the improvements 
through would double or perhaps treble the 
value,

Branch to Be Established at the Hoft- 
man Housf and Mr. Bryan Will 
Speak at Baltimore. 


EBpecial to The Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 17.—It was semi-offi- 
cially announced yesterday that the Na- 
tional Democratic Committee had decided 
to have a branch headquarters at the Hoff- 
man House in this city. 

The force at the headquarters will, it is 
said, consist of two members of the Execu- 
tive or Campaign Committee, and several of 
the members of the National Committee 
from the New England States.

TAILORS’ STRIKE. 


Summary of Results Since the New 
York Trouble Began. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 17.—The four-weeks’ 
continuous strike of the East Side tailors 
summarized is an expendituye of $6,000 from 
the exchequer of the Brotherhood of Tail- 
ors; the return to work within the last 
week of 5,00 men and 700 women in 316 


shops; the gpenins of 70 co-operative shops, 
employing men and 700 women; numer- 
ous fights between union and non-union 
garment workers, and lastly an appeal to 
affiliated organizations for funds to sup- 
pers, 1,300 striking tailors, who are in actual 
need. 

A number of contractors have thus far en- 
gaged extra hands taken from the ranks of 
the strikers and in this way the big army 
of idle tailors ie noticeably decimated to- 
day. The pantsmakers are gradually return- 
ing to work. Up to the present only fifty 
contractors, employing 700 men and 300 girl 
operatives, have made settlements. his 
leaves over 2,000 men and 1,000 women, fnost- 
ly Italians, still out. Quite a number of 
applications for settlement were received 
to-day by the settlement committee. Those 
are being examined as to the solvency of 
the sureties.

Electric Light Used to Make Them Be- 
lieve Day Is Dawning. 


Dairyman Wilder, whose milk-producing 
establishment is about ten miles north of 
Santa Cruz, is one of the most ingenious 
men in all California, says the San Fran- 


cisco Call, and has done what no other 
dairyman ever attempted. Everybody that 
has ever tried to milk a cow before daylight 
knows what a job it is. Bossy is generally of 
the opinion that there is a time for all things 
and firmly objects to being awakened an14 
milked when she thinks she should be 
asleep. Many cows will refuse to be milked 
to the extent of kicking and lying down. 

All of these troubles have been Dairyman 
Wilder's, and not long ago he determined to 
overcome them. In fact, it was necessary 
that he should, as he was often late in get- 
ting milk to his customers in Santa Cruz. It 
cost considerable money, but he has more 
than made up for the Outlay. At present he 
has one of the finest individual electric light 
plants in the State, and his cows are as easy 
to milk as in broad daylight. 

When the electric plant was in position 
and ready for work there were three big are 
lights over the center of the yard where the 
cows slept at night, and dozens of others 
fixed all over the different buildings, the en- 
tire lot capable of producing about 10,000 
candle-power—enough to make the yard as 
bright as day.

MRS. KIELEY HAS HER NOW. 


While the Foster Parents Were Away 
From Home Little Florence Dan- 
iels Was Taken From Them. 


Two sets of adoption papers may cause a 
fight in court for the custody of Florence 
Daniels, a pretty. child of 10 years. 

Edwin F. Collins, a painter, living at 2619 
Sarah street, Monday applied for a war- 
rant for Mrs. Mary Kieley of 3735 Lucky 
street, the grandmother of Florence. He 
alleged that Mrs. Kieley abducted the caild 
last Saturday by getting another girl to en- 
tice her from his home.

Sunday night Collins called on Mrs. Kie- 
ley. She admitted that she had Florence 
and refused to give her up. : 

Mrs. Collins was not home when a report- 
er called, but Emma, the servant, said that 
Mrs. Daniels on her death-bed turned Flor- 
ence over to Mrs. Collins, and that the 
father, John L. Daniels, afterward signed 
adoption papers.

She expressed great affection for her dead

‘Ada said to 
Florence: ‘Would you like to see your grand- 
mother?’ 

“Florence said yes, but she did not want 
her papa, meaning Collins, to know it. Ada 
then brought her here, and as soon as she 
Saw her brother and sister, she hugged 
and kissed them. My heart was filled with 
love for my dead daughter and when I saw 
her children embracing each other, and 
crying because they might be separated, I 
said to Ada: ‘Go home, Florence will stay 
here, and I will fight.out her battle with the 
Collins.’ 

“I have a deed of adoption, signed by 
Daniels, as well as the Collinses have, and 
I _ willing to put the papers to the test in 
court. 

Mrs. Kieley was asked why the child’s 
father signed two different sets of adoption 
papers, and remained silent.

A Coroner’s jury, inquiring into the death 
of 65-year-old George Thomas, returned a 
verdict Monday afternoon which reflects 
upon the management of the Southwestern 


Street Railway Co. 

The boy was caught under the fender of a 
car in front of his home at 325 South Sev- 
enth street, Saturday night and was killed. 

The jury found that the street car com- 
pany was responsible for the death, be- 
cause the car had not a proper fender.

This meant that a merchant or manu- 
facturer, perfectly solvent, but short of 
ready money in the face of maturing de- 
mands, would be obliged tc pay back 
$1,600 for every thousand borrowed for 
thirty days. In the face of this iniquitous 
extortion and of kindred evils resulting 
from the system which made it possibile, 
business was stopped and New York 
banks suspended payment in cash and 
resorted to the use of a mere local token 
currency composed of clearing-house cer- 
tificates, the only effect of which was 
to still further restrict circulation and 
thus enhance the interest rate. Banks 
outside of New York, but depending on 
New York banks for their supplies, were 
suddenly cut off, and while a few New 
York usurers were making millions a day, 
merchants were forced to suspend, fac- 
tories shut down, whole communities in 
the mining States to go into bankruptcy, 
and hundreds of thousands of laborers to 
tramp from city to city seeking employ- 
ment. 

The men who are responsible for this 
still retain their unjust gains and by 


increasing them. 

It is from them that the demand comes 
for foreign control of the currency. They 
and the newspapers which represent 
them are always the readiest to call every 
American who will not submit to their 
views of finance a thief and an anacch- 
ist. It was from one of their number 
that the demand came for the use of guns 
to put down the supporters of the Chi- 
cago platform. 

It ought to be understood that the sen- 
timent of this parasitic class is not that 
of the people of the East. The masses of 
New York and New Jersey, as of other 
Eastern States, are honest, 
Americans. But they are not 
ing. 


popular government. The people have 
been dethroned. Their power is in the 
hands of a small class who hate American 
institutions, who would despise if they 
did not fear every American who really 
loves the Constitution amd is determin-d 
to uphold the American tradition of Jib- 
erty. 

It is hard to realize the ferocity of th's 
class in their attitude towards the peo. 
ple. It is only exceeded by their coward- 
ice. In New York City they have divert- 
ed money which should have gone into 
school-houses to the building of bastiles 
and armories. Nearly a hundred thou- 
sand New York children are without ac- 
commodations in the public schools of the 
city, while every year, under a govern- 
ment dominated by the spirit of Russell 
Sage, new armories are built and new 
preparations made for war—for war 
against the people! 

For undoubtedly these parasites fear 
and hate the people. They dream of a 
time when they may lose their ill-gotten 
money and be forced to work for an hon- 
est livelihood. Therefore they want can- 
non ready to sweep Broadway, and in the 
armories they have dunt they multiply 
bayonets with which they think to oppose 
their will to that of the American people. 

Their ‘ream of domination Is as idle as 
the cowardly fear that there is to be a 
new “reign of terror’ and that every one 
of them is liable to have his head cut 
off in the New York City Hall Park. 

They are wholly ignorant of America 
and of the spirit of Americanism. 

Anarchists themselves, recognizing no 
law except that of their own unjust gains, 
they think that the patient, honest, long- 
suffering, hard-working, God-fearing 
American masses are governed by their 
spirit and are only restrained by fear 
from revolution. 

How radical their mistake. The aver-

Americans will’ never consent 
to surrender their sovereignty as a people 
to the parasitic classes of New York or 
of London, Neither the Russell Sages nor 
the Rothschilds will be allowed to con- 
trol. Manhood right and not money is 
still the supreme power among us. The 
ballots of the people, not the bayonets, 
in which the plutocracy is coming more 
and more to put /ts trust, will determine 
who is to rule in America.

BANDSMEN USED _ SPEARS. 


Many Persons Wounded by Them and

BELFAST, Aug. 17.—Serious rioting oc- 
curred this morning in connection with the 
Nationalist manifestations in favor of grant- 
ing amnesty to the Irish political prisoners. 
There were several processions of National- 
ists through the streets as a beginning, and 
they finally were merged into a large pro- 
cession, headed by bandsmen, armed with 
spears. The procession soon attracted im- 
mense crowds of people, and stonuec-tnrowing 
commenced. This served to enrage the 
Nationalists, and their bandsmen attacked 


many people. The police charged the riot- 


ers, and used their batons freely, with the 
result that several persons were hurt before 
order was restored.

ORDERED TO KILL HIMSELF. 


Weyler Accused of Driving Gen. Och- 
ando’s Nephew to Suicide. 


KEY WEST, Fia., Aug. 17.—A sensation- 
al story comes from Havana which explains | 
Gen. Ochando’s sudden depariure for 5pain. — 
According to this story, the death of Gen. | 
Ochando’s nephew, who was a First Lieu- | 
tenant in the Spanish army, was the cause 
of the trouble. There were ugly rumors in 
circulation reflecting on the young L.euten- 
ant. It was alleged that he was conduct- 
ing a correspondence with Maximo Goma, 
the insurgent chief. When Weyler heard of 
the rumors he summoned the young man 
to the palace and questioned him. W eyler 
was apparently satisfied of the young mans 
guilt, and told him that if he did not com- 
mit suicide in twenty-four hours he would 
be cdéurt-martialed and shot. The Lieuten- 
ant left the palace, went to his room, and 
in six hours was a 
himself through the heart. 

The affair was hushed up and the Span- 
ish official report stated that the young 
man had died of yellow fever. Shortly aft- 
erward Gen. Ochando arrived in Havana 
and learned the true story of his nephew's 
death. Ochando was greatly enraged and 
immediately went to the palace to call 
Weyler to account. The meeting of the 
Generals was most sensational. Ochando 
denounced Weyler in the bitterest terms, 
alleging that the Lieutenant was guiltless 
and had been driven to his death. Ochando 
termed Weyler a murderer and butcher 
and challenged him to a duel. The men 
drew swords and would have fought in the 
palace but for the interference of other 
officials. Two days later Gen. Ochando 
sailed for Spain. He is greatly enraged 
and says that he will make the affair pub-: 
lic when he reaches Spain and demand 
Weryler’s recall.

official, who exercises his pleasure to pay or 
withhold; his lawful wife is in no sense 
Queen, nor more entitled to consideration 
than the half-clad women who file 
and forth along the beaches. 

“There is no immigration, influx of cap- 
ital, or suggestion of enterprise. All wait 
for that undefined something—that change 
which is to come; wait as they have waited 
for thirty years; wait for the abrogation of 
the treaty, as they and their fathers waited

As she got up 
Moran made an effort to strike her again 
and she grabbed his arm. Then Murray 
took a hand in the fight, and grabbed the 
young woman about the waist. While she 
was trying to free hersgif from Murray, 
Moran was hitting her on the head with 
his fists.

Tucker when he killed himself at the Lindell 
Hotel the afternoon of August 5, is going to 
reform, 

She is fow under the care of Matron Har- 
ris at the Four Courts and needs reforma- 
tion as much as any young woman could. 
She is a wreck from the use of morphine 
and whisky, and she is full of disgust with 
a life of sin. 

Matron Harris has suggested that she go 


to the Hephzibah Rescue Home, and she has 
promised to do so. 

She is only 2 years old and Mrs. Harris 
believes she will yet become a good woman 
and a useful member of society. 

She told a Post-Dispatch reporter Monday 
morning of her connection with Tucker and 
what she has been doing since he killed 
himself. She met Tucker over a year ago 
in a wine room in this city. 

‘My brother had died shortly before that,” 
said she, “and it so preyed on meé that I be- 
gan to drink. Tucker told me he was mar- 
ried and I knew it was wrong, but I loved 
him and that was all there was to it. We 
lived together in different cities up to the 
time of the suicide. 

“Then I went to Chicago and bought a 
bottle of morphine, intending to kill myself, 
but I was a coward and only took a little 
of the poison, 

“IT became a victim to the habit, and 
gave myself up to the police, and when 
they found I was not wanted they turned 
me out and I wandered about. I don’t know 
what happened then. I was under the in- 
fluence of morphine and whisky all the 
time, and how I got to St. Louis I don’t 
know.”’ 

She went into. the Four Courts Sunday 
morning and begged Detective Viehle and 
Secretary Espy to do something for her. 
She was turned over to Mrs. Harris. 

An effort will be made to secure for Miss 
Gillette the trunk containing her clothes 
which is held at the Lindell for the board 
bill contracted by Tucker. 

She will probably go to the Rescue Home 
Tuesday.

The twenty-four 
dancers were attired in fifteenth century 
costume and held evergreen boughs in 
their hands. They wore skull caps, adorned 
with feathers, and the Bavarian colors, 
blue and white, red. jackets, white vests, 
black velvet knee pants and white stock- 
ings.

FOUGHT A DUEL 
WITH A BURGLAR. 


JOHN W. JOYCE BADLY CUT, BUT 
HIS FOE IS DEAD. 


STRUGGLE IN A DARK ROOM. 


An Easton Avenue Saloonkeeper Slays 
a Robber Who Attacked Him 
With a Knife. 


John W. Joyce, a galoonkeeper at 4674 
Easton avenue, shot and killed a burglar in 
his rooms over the saloon early Sunday 
morning after a terrific fight. Before he 
was able to use his revolver the burglar cut 
him quite seriously in the face and neck. 

The burglar was an unknown negro. Al- 
though shot twice, he succeeded in getting 
away from the house. His body was not 


found until several hours later. 

Joyce has only recently opened his saloon. 
He is a young man, with a wife and a baby 
about 9 months old. He lived over the sa- 
loon in apartments consisting of a bedroom, 
kitchen and parlor. 

The bedroom was between the other two. 

Joyce closed his saloon at 1 a..m. and re- 
tired. Both he and his wife were wakeful. 

Along toward morning they were awak- 
ened almost simultaneously by hearing a 
noise in the front room. They knew it 
must be a burglar. 

‘“‘Where is my revolver?” Joyce whispered 
to his wife. 

Mrs. Joyce was frightened half out of 
her wits, but she bravely reached over 
to the dresser close by the bed and got 
the weapon from one of the drawers. he 
handed it to her husband, and he cautiously 
crawled out of ‘ 

Tiptoeing to the door between the bed- 
room and the parlor, he peered in. He 
could see nothing; ty could hear nothing. 

he intruder was still. 

TThen there came a vivid flash of light- 
ning, and the form of a man appeared on 
the further side of the room. 

“Who's there?” cried Joyce as he cocked 
his revolver. 

There was no answer, but in another in- 
stant the man was upon him. : 

Slash he went across the saloonkeeper’s 
face with a knife. Three times in rapid 
succession he cut him, managing to so 
grapple with him as to prevent him - from 
using the revolver. 

With a desperate effort Joyce wrenched 
his gun free and fired twice.

Then he was lost in the darkness 

Now that the danger was,over, Joyce 
realized that he had been seriously cut. Slip- 

ing on a pair of trousers and his coat, he 
burried to the office of Dr. Adams at Easton 
avenue and Wagoner place. 

The most serious wounds were one across 
the face, just below the eyes, severing the 
nose, and a gash three inches long and an 
inch deep in the neck. They were dressed 
and the man taken home. 

The sounds of shots had attracted several 
policemen to the house. They found that 
entrance had been gained through the tran- 
som. The burglar had carried a barrel up 
on to the back — and, using it as a step,

EX-GOV. FRANCIS’STATEMENT. 


He Does Not Believe That the Fore- 
closure Suits Will Prevent the 
Consummation of the Plan. 


A scheme for the reorganization of the 
St. Louis United Elevator Company has 
been decided upon by the committee ap- 
pointed some time ago for that purpose. 

Ex-Gov. D. R. Francis, the company’s re- 
ceiver, so stated to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
Monday. 

“The committee decided upon a plan for 
reorganization at its last meeting,” said 


Gov. Francis. “The committee will meet 

again this afternoon and will hold daily 
meetings until the matter is settled.”’ 

ou — the details of the plan?’’ 

oO that at the present stage.” 

“How about the foreclosure suits that 
have been instituted and those for your re- 
moval from the receivership?’ 

“They will not affect the movement for re- 
organization in the least, because to accom- 
plish a reorganization, it will be necessary 
that the mortgages on all the properties be 
foreclosed.’’ 

“‘Are both the stockholders and the bond- 
holders represented on tne Reorganization 
Committee?’ 

Dr only the bondholders are represent- 


Gov. Francis expressed the belief that a 
reorganization would be accomplished. 

The announcement made by Gov. Francis 
will be a surprise to many. A suit filed last 
Saturday at Belleville, Ill., by J. B. M. 
Kehlor and the Citizen’s Insurance Com- 
pany to foreclose $150,000 worth of mort- 
gages on the East St. Louis Elevator was 
generally taken as an indication that the 
efforts to reorganize would fall through, 
and that the affairs of the St. Louis United 
Elevator Company had become so compli- 
cated as to be impossible of adjustment. 

The suit of Saturday was followed Mon- 
day by a statement made by Judge Ches- 
ter H. Krum, representing J. B. M. Kehlor, 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter, that other 
foreclosure suits would probably be filed 
in the near future affecting all the proper- 
ties of the St. Louls United Elevator Com- 
pany. 

Judge Krum also expressed the belief that 
*t would be difficult to effect a reorganiza- 
tion, and that if accomplished, it would be 
of little benefit to the company. 

The affairs of the St. Louis United Ele- 
vator Company have been in bad shape for 
sometime. Even before the tornado of May 
27, which crippled almost all of the ele- 
vators of the company, it was in a tottering 
condition. 

To remedy matters in some measure, a 
project for reorganization was undertaken. 
The company was organized by a consolida- 
tion of eight independent elevators—the 
East St. Louis, Union and Advance in IIli- 
nois, and the St. Louis, Central A, Central 
B, and the Valley Elevators—on this side of 
the river. 

Most of these were already encumbered by 
mortgages, and the St. Louis United Ele- 
vator Co. issued a general mortgage pro- 
viding for different classes of bonds. Each 
class constitutes a first lien on the elevator 
to which it applies and a second lien on all 
the others. 

This general mortgage is for $682,500, and 
is additional to a liability of over $400,000 
represented by a second mortgage. The re- 
mainder of the company’s liabilitiesare rep- 
resented by the stock of the concern. 

It was proposed to secure the acquiesence 
of the holders of the bonds and the stock- 
holders to a reorganization and place the 
company on a paying basis, As soon as this 
movement was started the stock of the 
company experienced:a sharp advance, but 

rhile negotiations were pending the suit for 
he appointment of a receiver was insti- 
tuted in the United States Court by the 
Burlington Railway Co. Ex-Gov. D. R. 
Francis was appointed. 
-A similar suit was filed in the United 
States Court at Springfield, Ill., for a re- 
ceiver of the properties in that State, and 
— Francis was appointed receiver there 
also. 

Charles H. Albers, who holds a large 
number of the bonds of the Advance ele- 
vator, had already filed in the Circuit 
Court at Edwardsville, Ill., a bill for the 
appointment of a receiver of the Advance 
elevator, and was himself appointed by the 
Court. 

Then came the suit of bondholders of 
Central A and Central B elevator in the 
United States Court for the removal of 
Gov. Francis as receiver and foreclosure 
of the mortgages. 

With the suit filed Saturday at Belle 
ville, the above comprise the litigations 
now pending against the St. Louis United 
Elevator Co.
